Boston, Oct. 8. -Oliver Wendell HolmoB, 
M. D., died yesterday at hia homo in Cam 
bridge. He woa borne at Cambrldgo, Mas 
sachuaetta, August 29, 1809, graduated at 
Harvard College in 1829, and began the 
study of law, which he abandoned for that 
of medtoine. Having attended the ho3 
pitala of Paris and other European oitlea, he 
began praotioe in Boston tn 1836 ; in 1838 
waa elected professor of anatomy and 
physiology in Dirtmouth College; and ia 
1847 waa appointed to a similar professor- 
ship in tho MnssaohusottB Medical Suhool, 
from whioh ho retired in I8S2. As early as 
18.'!G hia conlribucioca in verso appeared in 
vaiioua periodicals, and his reputation aa a 
poet woS' eatablisbed by the delivery of a 
metrical essay, entitled "Poetry," whioh 
was followed by others, iq rapid auccesaion. 

Aa a writer of spngs, lyrics and pooma for 
festive oooasions he oooapies the first place. 
Ho waa for many years' a popular lecturer. 
In 1857 he boKan, In the Atlantio Monthly, 
a aeries of articles under the title of " The 
Autoorat of the Breakfaab Table," whioh 
were followed, in IBfiO, by "Tho Profeaaor 
at t 10 Breakfast Table," in 1872 by " The 
Poet at tho liroakfuat Table," and in 1885 
by "Tho New Portfolio," He also publinhed 
numerous otiiar works. In 1880 he visited 
England, whore he waa received with great 
cordlulity. Editions of his collected poema 
have appeared from time to time, the first 
in IS.'iC, tho last iu 1881. He is distin- 
guished for his reacarchea in microBoopy and 
auHcuItutioa, and has contributed largely to 
current medioal literature, oa well as to 
literary journals and'reviews. ' < 

One of the sweetest and gentlest of soul a 
pieaed into the everlasting to-morrow with 
the death of Oliver Wendell . Holmes. Hia 
was the " white flower 6! a' blameless life" ; 
hia the love of thousands of the most cul- 
tured of renders. His life, like Tennyaon's, 
like Gladatono's, ia the story of thisbentury, 
and tho pagea of his books " hold those 
garnered years in loving trust." When the 
earliest poema came from his untried pen 
hia locka were brown and thia century was 
only thirty years old. With tho latest 
worka, only a few montha hence, there waa 
"the autumn thiatle'a ailvery down " upon 
hia revered head, and tho nineteenth century 
had seen die one by one the most brilliant 
galaxy of poutio writora in the world's his- 
tory, 

Thia age haa owed much to Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes. He haa ahown ue pure hunaor 
ahorr of the hardened growth of malignant 
satire and purged of farcical coarseness. Tho 
genialiry ot hia wit, the tolerance of error, 
the loveabic personality underlying all of hia 
worka, make one aoiovo tho author that the 
intolleotuai merits ot acbolarly work are 
often ehevlod. He haa become a olasaio in 
hia life-time, and so oiearly ripe the fruit ot 
hie manhood, ao admirable the work of hia 
aging yeara, eo piotureequo baa been hia per- 
eonality, that papular interest haa been al- 
ways keenly oioited over thia quiot scholar 
living with hie l>ookB and breathing in hia 
living works the quaintest of Elizabethan 
humor allied to jhi-ilc tkcle modes o( 
oxproaaion. When, years after hia fame 
had been made permanent upon his better 
known works," Tho Poet," "The Autocrat," 
" The Professor" of the Breakfast Table 
aeriea, upon the numberless clever abort 
poomii, upon the exquieite but little read 
novel " BIsie Venner," another poet roif;ht 
have rested from his harvested labors, there 
came forth only a couple of years ago the 
continuation of those delightful obata, 
" Over the Teaoupa," in the Atlantio Month- 
ly, all the world marvelled. • In the aeries 
were illastrations of his ' best .atyle, touches 
of the moat delicate and whimsical humor, 
quaint hints of AddiBoo,betrayaIa of the sure 
touch of the critic, aide iighta on his wide 
reading, and yet all fresh as a boy'a enthuai- 
aam and modern in spirit as tho youngeet 
of the " Immorlale " 

One of the pleasant and saddest epieodca 
of theao later years ia that corrospoDdonce 
between tho aged Walt Whitman, whoso 
sorrowful " Good bye My Fancy " had juat 
been given to the world and the poet. Thcae 
two old and groat mon, one on tho eve of hia 
,S(Kh birthday are alono left of tho multitude 
of mutual contemporaries and friends, and 
it ia tho loneliness of the mountain pculis 
ieolatod from tho range. 

In his work, however, there ia only the 
imillowncfla of old age, not its bittornoss, 
and it waa as Mr. Munkittrick wrote of him : 
" O poot, there's no twilight In your Ilfo ; 
For you tho morning over brightly glows ; 
You'ro not half tho ago you please to claim, 
You're only thirty— not a aummur more ; 
I'orenr.inl apring-tiino lingers in your heart, 
If one miiy judge you by your airy poo, 
Whoao llowora of fancy bloom bu[ never fade. 

To Boaton haa bolonged moat of his work- 
ing day life, and ho ia a part of that cul- 
tured city's wealth, There ho waa bo- 
friondod, beloved and revered, Tho city 
honors him in many parts, and to her will 
bo tho koeueat grief. To the reading world 
ac large there will bo sorrow. For who 
knows what else of beauty might have come 
forth from hia human pen '.' And who did 
not wish that his life might bo prolonged in 
its beautiful and mellow twilight peace ? 

The good that he did will live after him. 
His services to humanity lay in two direc- 
tions ; to the Boholor be gave wisdom, never 
immature,' alwaya In the perfect form 
needed tO' the perfect thought; to 
tho vast masa of readers he gave honest and 
gontlomanly 'entertainment, so welded in 
purity and nobility of purpose that the 
buay world-man and tho aeoluded man of 
pioty oamo together to read and wont away 
the bettor for tho contact,

SiiANGUAi, Oct. 8,— A dispatch raoeived 
at Newohwang, Qalf of Lead Tong, aaya tha ; 
Chinese are in full retreat from Moukden, 

which ia threatened by the advance of the 
Japanese troopa from Korea, and the Jap- 
aneaa force is said to havo boon landing near 
Bosail bay, not far from the Ruasian terri- 
tory bordering on Korea and the Chinese 
provinoeof Manohnria. It la believed here 
that the Chinese forces which have been' 
defending Monkden have been hastily sum- 
moned from that placo to oppose the pro- 
jeotod Japanese landing either in the Gulf of 
Peohili or tho Gulf of Lead Tong. The Chi- 
neaa have beon hurriedly adding to the forti- 
ficationa of Newobwang, m anticipation of a 
Japanese attack open that port or a laading 
in ita neighborhood. 

The maaters of Chinese junks whioh ar- 
rived at Ceefoo yesterday report having 
aigbted a large fleet of Japanese transports 
escorted by warships on Tuesday night. 
This Japanese fleet was then entering the 
Gnlf of Pecbill, and after ateaming westward 
aonne diatance the couree of tho warshipa 
and tranaporta waa altered to about north- 
east. Their preeonce in the Gulf of Peohill 
haa caused the greatest eioitement here. It 
is believed that the Japaiiese fleet ia the 
force of 50.000 men which left Hiroshima, 
the Japaneeo headquarters, September 26, 
under sealed orders and under command of 
Field Marshal Count Oyama, who ia the 
Japanese minister of war. 

Cologne, Oct. 8 — Tho Gazette semi- 
ofiicially saya negotiations are pending be- 
tween Great Britain, Germany and other 
powers, for the adoption of joinc measures 
for tho protection of British snbjeots in 
China. Tho paper adds that an agreement 
will bo reached promptly. 

Paris, Oot. 8. — The French warshipa 
Isly, Alger, Duguay, Trouin and Lutin have 
been ordered to Cbineae waters. The Lutin 
la now at Saigon, Cochin China. It is ofS- 
cially stated that besides the protection of 
French residents in China, the French gov- 
ernment has in view poeaible contingencies 
arleing from the war. The Temps say that 
tbe naval offiolala at Brest have been order- 
ed to hold the warships Arethuae, Eola- 
irenr and Faberf' in readiness to proceed to 
China at a moment's notice. 

Beulin, Oct. 8.,— Under the approval of 
the Emperor, Chaooellor von Caprivi haa 
telegraphed to Lord Kimberley, British 
foreign minister, informing him that the 
German tqnadron will co-operate with the 
Engllah fleet to protect Europeans at Cbin- 
eae porta, and requesting a mutual entente ' 
on the part of England whereby tbe British 
squadron ahall protect German subjects and 
the German fleet protect British aubjeota. 

London, Oct. 8. — A diapatoh from Shang- 
hai taya the French waranipa stationed off 
the Bogue forts in tha Canton river have 
been instructed to exercise the utmost) 
vigilance and to overhaul any suspioloua 
vesaei that arrives in the river.

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JUBILEE HOSPITAL BOABD. NEWS FBOM the INTBRIOB. 



Consideration of the Uaternlty Ward 
Committee's Beport Aealn 

The Merita of White Vegetables Versus 
Chluese Again Crop Up With- 
out Settlement. , ' 



Thoeo proBont at tho Jubilee hoepital 
board ineetiog last night were the president, 
Joshua Da viea, in the ohalr, Measra. .Yatee, 
O. H. Browa, I. Bravermab,'!'. It. Pember- 
ton, ChM, Hay ward, Thoa. Shotbolt, A. 
- Wilaon and J. L. Crimp. Dr.' Davie was 
also preaent. 

The oommltteo's report on the maternity 
ward presented at last meeting was then 
talcen up, -with ita aaggeation that aa the 
anm appropriated waa'not large enough for 
the purpose of a maternity ward, an oper- 
ating room be added to the aurgioal ward 
instead, 

Dr. Divio gave as his view that a mater- 
nity hospital would bo a good thing, but 
if one was built it should bo large 
enough to do all the work. It would 
bo a mistake^ to put up a small one that 
would only accommodate two or three beds 
for the purpose ot training nurses, for in 
that caBo it would in a few years of necos- 
sity bo superseded by a larger building that 
would relegate tho building ereolod by^tho 
Pemberton bequest to another use than that 
for which it was presentocl to the 
hospital. The Jubilee first and last 
was a hospital and net u sim- 
ple teaching institution. Then he had been 
asked if a maternity hospital should be a 
separate building or an addition to the 
present building. He believed it should be 
built on as an extension of the present uni- 
form plan. As the funds were not suiiici- 
ontly largo to build the maternity ward it 
had been suggested in tho report that an 
operating theatre bo built. That would be 
ajgood idea, and met with the views of tho 
Pemberton family. It would be permanent 
and thoroughly useful to the hospital, giving 
two or three rooms now used for that pur- 
pose for other uses. At present it was hard 
to aocommodate tho doctors that oatne to aee 
, operations, and, besides, in a room aa at pre- 
gentuaed the people in the room were a 
aonroe ' of danger to the patient. Wltli a 
theatre this would be obviated. The oper- 
ating theatre might be placed cqairdiacant 
from the male and female warda with a oov- 
. ered way, so thatpatienta aould be wheeled 
to the warda after ibo operation. It 
waa certain that a proper maternity 
ward could not be put up with 
the sum at their command. Ho thought 
that a very good operating theatre could be 
put up for $3,000. It was a distinct ad- 
vantage to have the operating room separ- 
ated from the other buildings. 

An exhaustive communication was road 
from Hon. J. S. Helmcken, M.D., going into 
the whole matter of the maternity hospital, 
advocating the building of a maternity ward 
for three beds complete for §3,500. He 
dwelt on the benefits of training nurses and 
maintained that the expense would not be 
nearly as large as it was made to appear. 

Mr. Wilson in diaoussiog the matter re- 
marked that the aim of Dr. Helmcken was 
that the nurses turned out by the Jubilee 
hospital should have a finished nursing edu- 
cation. This was a good aim and he was in 
favor, if the building could be put up for 
S3,500, of having the maternity ward built. 

Mr. Hayward suggested that the matter 
be laid over for discussion till Dr. Helmck- 
en's cammunioation be printed. He moved 
that arrangomenta be ma4e Wip. the. press 
to have the oommtinioatibnpeiiited la foil. 
— Carried. 

The resident pfayaioian reported that the 
coat of patienta for Jnly waa eaoh $1.17, 
Angnst $1.13^, September SI. Tho num- 
ber of patients in the hospital was the larg- 
est on record, being 50 per day. This 
increased the work so much that the 
nuraerf were over<vorked, and outside help 
had to bs sometimes called In. Some pro- 
vision had to be made at onoe, or the num- 
ber of patients limited. Referred to the 
committee of the month. 

The matron reported that the wards 
were full of patients, and the cases more 
than usually severe, requiring more than 
the ordinary amount of care and nursing. 
The staff of nurses is inadequate. Two 
more probationers might be taken on if there 
was room for them. The following dona- 
tions are acknowledged : Plums, A Friend, 
and Mrs. Pemberton ; reading matter, 
James Bay Athletic Club. Received and 
the donors thanked. 

The steward acknowledged broken rice 
for ohioken feed from Messrs. Hall, Ross & 
Co. Received, and the donors thanked. 

The vegetable committee's report, laid 
.''over from last meeting, was taken up again. 

Mr. Hayward, sooondod by Mr. Shotbolt, 
moved that the contract be awarded to the 
lowest white tenderer, G. A. Knight. 

Mr. Yates thought it very absurd to vote 
away §80 simply to keep the Chinese from 
getting the contract. The Chinese had al- 
ways dealt generously with the hospital. 

Mr. Hayward thought the giving of the 
oontrootto whites would bean enconrBgement 
to them to t!o into growing vegetables. 

Mr. Wilfiou believed Chinese should have 
just as good u chance as whites. Ho fnvored 
giving the contn;c; to tho Chinoman who was 
tho luwest tender. 

Tho motion boing put was lost on tho 
Chairman's casting votes, Messrs, Brown, 
Hayward, Crimp and Sholbolc being in favor 
of tho motion, Messrs. Braverman, Yates, 
Pemberton and Wilson against. 

Farther oooaideration of the report waa 
laid over and the meeting adjourned. 

NANAIMO AROUSED 

To the Necessity of Securing Protection 
Against Fire. 

Nanaimo, Oct. 8. — (Special) — Visiting 
fire insurance man from tho Sound and Sun 
Franoisco have been criticising none too 
icindly theaotion, or rather want of'astion, 
on the part of the civic authorities with re 
gard to proper precautions against fire. The 
needs of the city in this direction have been 
so plainly pointed out that there is now a 
feeling am>iiig the citizens that something 
will be done towards improviug matters. 
The present state ot afTairs is most serious. 
ISusiness men are unable to secure ineurancs 
at any price, and they are told plainly that 
until more intelligent steps are taken to 
guard against fire, oompaniea will continue 
to decline their risks. Special efforta will 
be made to urge upon the city oouncil the 
wisdom of purohaaiog a ohemioal engine, in- 
atalling a ayatem of eleotrio alarma, and im- 
proving the water supply aa well aa increas- 
log the number ot hydranta. The passage 
of a fire limit by-law, the appointment of at 
least one paid fireman, and the widening and 
Btraightening of Commeptrtal street are other 
oonaideratlons that will be' brought up in 
due oourao. 



Good TrafUo Proapecta for the Naknap & 
Blocan Ballway— Ail About the 
Ulnes. 

(From tho Kootonay Mail ) 
Byron N. White, general manager of the 
Slocan Star mine, says the Nakusp Ic Slooan 
railroad will be running into Three Forks 
inside of two weeks. Ho says the Slooan 
country is the moat prosperous section of 
tho eutiro Northwest. Three Forks is re- 
building rapidly, and tho railway company 
will immediately erect a good ntatiou, 
freight warehouse a«d round house. Tho 
road ia well supplied with rolling stock and 
will bo in good rhapo to handle freight and 
passenger trallio all winter. The Grady 
group on FourMile creek ia shipping 40 tons 
a day. Tho Fishor Maiden is also getting 
ready to ship a lot of high-gradii 
dry ore. The Three Forks people are 
building a wagon road to the Idaho bjiain. 
Tho output from this one basin this winter 
should bo not less than .'3,000 tons. The 
Mountain Chief will ship probably 700 tone. 
Finch & Campbell are erecting winter quar- 
ters at the Wonderful, and will ship 500 
tons. On tho south fork of Sandon crook, 
the Ruth, which has already shipped one 
carload, and the Willis group, owned by 
Moore, Humphreys Blackaller, on which 
thirty men are at work, will also be 
heavy abippera. The Slooan Star has 
:joO tona* atored at Three Forks. The 
output ' from the mine this winter 
will be 1,000 tons or more. On tho Noble 
Five group they are mining and BBflking 
ore, and will probably ship 2,000 tons. The 
Deadman will make big ahipments, aa will 
tho Reoo, whiob should be good for 1,000 
tons or ao. The Bluebird will have from 
500 to 700 tons to ship. S- S. Burley, at the 
Payne, will ship from .300 to 600 tons. 
Tho Idaho No. 2 and Dunderberg will make 
good-siz;d shipments like their neighbors. 
The McDonald Bros, are in shape to ship 
500 to 700 tons, and the Djrdinelles and 
other big mines in that vicinity will be 
largo producers. Mr. While cautions men 
against going to tho Slocan in search of em 
ployment, aa there are quite enough there 
to do tho work.

BeminiBeences of Tbft Terrible Eveut 
' —Statement of tbe Only 

-■''•.■■''•'SinVViVbri ' ' 



Pour TowNSKND, Out. (Special) — 
Cjiptain Charles H. Sawyor died at 10:4o 
o'clock laab Saturday nigbt, after aevoral 
weeks of inteose eulToriag from enlargement 
' ot the hearti.,. He was oodboIoub to the last, 
and'was aurrounded byfrlends and relations. 

Captain Charles H Sawyer was ono of 
the widest known ahipiimatora sailiug on the 
Pacific ocean. Ho waa noted for being a 
hard master among the Bailors, seldom com- 
ing into port witboat having mora or lees 
trouble with , bis onw. He was olassed 
amoDg snob ahtpmasters at odmmanded tbo 
Challenger, Harvester, and other vessels 
whoBti oilicers attained a Pikoifio Coast repu- 
tiition for unheard of cruelties to seamen. 
Captain Sawyer was bora in Massaohnsetts, 
and has visited all parts of the world. He 
was responsible for one of the greatest mar- 
ine disasters that »vet oocatred on this 
coast, which caused wide-spread sorrow and 
was attended wich such terrible loas of life 
that the bare mnntion of the loes of the 
Btoamor Pacific, though the accident occnrrtd 
nineteen yeara ago, will hrint; sorrow and 
saduoea to ninny people in tho Uuitod Slaloa 
and Canada, whooo rolativea and friouJs 
never returned from that fatal voyago. 

At about 11 o'clock on tho nl^ht of 
November 4. 1S75, tho bark Orphoua, com- 
manded by Charlea H. Sawyer, the deooaaed, 
bound to Burrard lulet, K C, camo into 
collision with tho atoamer Pacific, J. D. 
Howell maeter, who waa a iiophow of 
JeflorsoD Davia, of the Southern Con- 
federacy, off Capo Flattery, Tho steamer 
quivered, lunged forward and went down 
with over 200 human lives. Tho bark 
OrpheuB, which waa slightly damaged 
tbongh not dangeroualy as eubsiquent in- 
vestigation proved, did not stop, alter her 
course or offer to aid in rescuing the hun- 
dreds of people that wore etruggling in tho 
sea. The sailors on tho Orpheus afterwards 
testified that they bogged Captain Sawyer 
to being his ship around and lower a boat 
and attempt to save soma of tbo drowning 
passengers. He would not listen to their 
appeals but headed his vessel toward the 
Vanooaver shore and ran her on the beach, 
where her timbers oan be seen at this late 

Captain Sawyer aworo and so did mme 
of his orew, bnt some of the men flatly 
contradicted their testimony, that they did 
not hear tlie Paoifio'a warning whistle or 
see her lights, >;and for that reason the 
catastrophe ,oboarred. Three or four of 
Sawyer's orew averred that the Pacific was 
in plain sight several minutes before tho 
collision occurred, and that tho captain re- 
fused to order the veaael'a course changed. 
The explanation for this strange conduct 
offered at the time was that the Orpheus 
was a very old veasol and was heavily in- 
sured. The Pacific was an old-fashioned 
side-wheeler, built in New York in 1851, 
of 876 tons burden, 22:t feet long, feob 
beam, and 17 foot depth of hold. After 
coming out from the Eaat sho plied on tho 
Sin Francisco-Portland route for several 
years in the service of tha North Pacific 
Transportation Company. In 1802 she ran 
agroundatthe entranooof tho Columbia river, 
and upon examination waa, it ia &aid, found 
to be very tender and not ablo to stand a 
heavy shock, but aho was temporarily re- 
paired and kept on tho route until 1869, 
when aho waa again overhauled, fitted with 
new boilers, and placed on the Southern 
route where she remained nntil 1874, when 
she was placed on the San Franoisoo-Poget 
Sound route. 

The Pacific stuamed out of Victoria No- 
vember 4 1875, with upwards of 200 miners 
from the Fraaer river mines whose names 
were never aecertained, and a large party 
of Puget Sound and Victoria passengers. 
Against the wind and heavy swell the vea- 
sel was making slow progress. At nearly 1 1 
'o'olook at night, when tne sootal hall waa 
crowded and everybody was making merry 
and alngiog^ a sudden shook, was felt which, 
light'thongh it may haveaeeBied,bore with it 
a dreadfai , apprehension . that sent the 
people flying; to the decks in terror. Of 
what followed in the awful oilamity before 
the ocean stilled forevei) the heartrending 
cries of the perishinK bnndreds, there ia but 
one living witness, JNeilHenley, a butcher, 
living in the town of Steitacoom, between 
Ulympia and Tacoma, who waa quarter- 
master on tho vessel, and with the excep- 
tion of Henry F. Jelloy, a paneenger, who 
has aince died, waa tho only poraon left to 
relate tho terrible tale. Hooloy was retoued 
by tho revenue cutter Oliver Woloott, now 
ot Sin Uiego, after fioating nearly thirty 
houra on a pipco of wreckupfo, and Jelley 
was picked up by tho bark Measencer thu 
second doy after tho accident. Ilenloy gave 
the Cor.ONisT correspondent tho foUov/ing 
account nf the CJklaniiiy : 

" I WLS off wotch and below osUop when 
I was suddenly awakened about 10 o'clock 
by u crash, and getting out of my bunk I 
found tho water ruahiuc; into tho voaael at a 
terrible rate. On roachirg tho deck all was 
confusion. On tho starboard beam, leaving 
ua, was a larjio Bailing veaaol, which they 
eaid had e'luck tho ateamcr. VVhi-n I first 
saw hor ah>' waa ahowing a green light. Tiio 
Pacific'a c (lijuro and crew were trying to 
clear tho deuk and lower tho boal», hut tho 
piiiic Btricken p^aaengers crowded in at;ainnt 
their cnminauda and rendered their tfl'jrta 
useless. There were fifteen women and six 
nnen in the boat with me, bat she struck 
the ship and filled instantly. When I came 
np I caught hold of a skylight, which soon 
capsized, I then swam to a piece of tbo 
hurricane deck which bad eight persons 
banging to it. I looktd around and tho 
steamer had gone down and the seu was 
alive with struggling forms of humanity, 
whose cries and screams were awful to hear, 
and the sight can never be effaced from my 
memory. 

" In a littlo while ail was over ; the cries 
had ceased and we were alone on the rafc, 
which was a part of the deck with the vvheel- 
houao on, Besides mysolt tho raft sup- 
ported the captain, second mate, cook and 
four paanengere, one of them being u young 
lady. At 1 a.m. the aeo wua breaking clear 
over tho raft. At 4 o'clock a heavy sea 
carried away tho captain, niato, tho lady 
and ono other paeiiongor, leaving four of ua 
oil tho raft. Tho weatbi r was intensely 
cold, A fow houra later tho cook died and 
rolled off into the eoa. Li»lo in the after- 
noon tho miat cleared awoy and wo eaw land 
fifteen miles diatant. We also saw a pioco 
of wreckage with two men on it. At d 
o'clock another of our party died and oarly 
tbo next morning the last man beside my- 
self wont overboard, leaving me alone, I 
then caught a fioating box which I used to 
shield mo from the wind and then I got con- 
siderable sloop during the day. Early in 
the morning of November 8, halt uncon- 
floiouB, famished, starved and suffering in- 



tensely from thirat, I was picked up by the 
revenue outtt-r Woloott " 

The coroner'u j iry at Victoria found that 
the 1 flioers of mo Pacific wore to blame 
aomewhat, but placed moat of tho reaponai- 
biUiyoii tbo bark Orphoua, and cnncludod 
their flndingu by saying that tho " captain 
of the Orpheus sailed away after tho co" 
lision and did not remain by the Pacific to 
see what tho : damages were." Captain 
Sawyer for many years did not dare to visit 
Victoria, where the feeling was intense 
againat his aotions. In fear of his life he 
was kept secreted in Collector of Customs 
^VebBte^'a house at Port Townaend for sev- 
eral weeka after the diaaater. Hundreds of 
bodies were washed ashQre along the Straits 
of Juan de Faoa;.'.' Censitierable gold dust, 
money and valuableS'Were found on many of 
the bodies tbat;jvere.ca*t upon the shore. 

Giptain Sawyer in late vears tufferad 
much from the rebnlleotibna of the sad event. 
An incident occurred not long ogo in Port 
Townsend that aptly illuatratos his peace of 
mind. He was visiting a neighbor one even- 
ing, the conversation lagged, and he was 
gaziog Intently;: Into « the/ glowing grate for 
several minutes' and then suddenly exclaim- 
ed : " There, I heard the whistle plainly." 
In explanation he said he could hear dis- 
tinctly the Pacific's whistio, and that it was 
a constant worriment to his peace of mind. 
A few years ago he was left a legacy in Bos- 
ton and was quite well off at the time of bia 
death. 



JOHN WHITE. 



Review of the Life of a Man of AVorth Who 
rUotid His Own Way to Success, 

The following sketch of the late Mr. John 
White, ex-M.P. for Eaat Haatingp, appears 
in tho liellevillo Intelligencer of Septem- 
ber 27 : 

John White, ex-M.P. for East Hastings, 
is dead ! 

The unnouncoment of this sad event, 
which occurred at Victoria, British Colum- 
bia, yesterday, was eo littlo expected here 
that it will be received almost with incred- 
ulity by, many of our readers. It is, how- 
ever, unfortunately true, 

Vesterday afternoon Mrs. White received 
a telegram from Victoria, British Columbia, 
stu ting that her husband was very ill from 
kidney trouble, and asking her to hurry to 
his bedside. 

Two hours la'er she received another dis- 
patch stating that Mr. White had passed 
away whilst undergoing an operation. 

John White waa born in Donegal, Ire- 
land, in 18^.'!, and there received his ednba- 
tion. Whilst a youth he emigrated to 
Canada and settled in this county, he find- 
ing employment aa a laborer, and after- 
wards learning tho trado of a moulder in a 
foundry. In the courae of a few years be 
started in buainess on a email scale in Ros- 
lin, and gradually began to take a warm 
intereat in public afTaira, and ao sharp and 
keen were the obaervations rf the young 
Iriahman that when tho Hon, Robert Road, 
who was elected at Confederation to repre- 
sent Eaat Haatings in tho Commona, waa 
in 1871 appointed to tho Senate, Mr. White 
was, although a Conaervatlve, induced to 
take the field against Mr. Wellington Friz- 
zell, a highly popular gentleman, who was 
the gcvjinmant candidate. Mr. Frizzell, 
feeling certain of defeat, retired, and Mr. 
White, although poor and inexperienced, 
was cbcaon to fill the vacant seat. 

In tho following year thero was a general 
election, and after one of tho hardest politi- 
cal fights ever fought in Canada, in which 
Mr. White waa opposed by Mr. Frixzoll, 
Conservative, and Mr. Thomas Boldon, Re- 
form, he was returned by a small majority. 
In 1874, the Pacific scandal election, he once 
more defeated Mr. Holden after a aevere 
contest. In tho "crowning mercy " of 1878, 
he polled 12 votes less than his opponent, 
Mr. W. R. Aylesworth, of Dosoronto, but 
was returned i>z an informality at some of 
the polls. The election waa, however, 
voided by the election courts, and in the 
conteat which followed, he defeated Mr. 
Willett Farley, of Xhurlow, His next op- 
ponent, in 1882, - waa .Mr.-Harfocd Ashley, 
of Thurlow, whom ^ also he defeated. In 
1887 be was defeated by the late S,B. Bnr- 
dett, Q C, LlbD., and did not again offer 
for Parliament. Besides fighting seven con- 
tests for Parliament, Mr. White also took 
an active part in municipal affairs. He was 
three times elected Reeve of Tyondinaga, 
and waa a candidate in eleven township 
elections. 

Besides bis business at RoBlin, Mr. White 
was also for several years asaociatod with 
hla brother James in an agricultural imple- 
ment factory in Madoc, but in late years 
had been o irrying on operations of oonaidor- 
ablo magnitude in British Columbia. 

In Oraugeiem, as in public ulTdrs, tho do- 
ceahud waa long prominent, aa af'er filling 
many minor ciiioea ho was in 1S74 elected 
Provincial Grand Master for Ontario East 
and alao a DDCi.M. of the Grand Black 
Chapter of liritiah America. 

In IH.'jO he married Mis3 Kather Johnaon, 
of Roalin. He loaves in addition to hia 
widow, two Bona and six daughters, namely: 
Willie and John, Mrs. Jaa. Eiliott, of 
Princo Edward ; Mrs, Hume, Campbellford; 
Mrs. Willoughby AnderJbn, of Prince 
Edward ; Mias Eaaie, a school teacher at 
Campbellford ; and Eliz* ond Emma, who 
reside at home. Two brothera alao aurvivo 
him, namely, James, of Madoc; and Joseph, 
who rcaidea in tho northern portion of tho 
county. Ho was a member of Myatic 
Lodge No. 278, A.F. & A,M,, of Roelin. 

The deoeoaed carried a large life ineur- 
ance. 

John White waa one of the most remark- 
able men of his time in thia part of the 
country. But mougroly educated, he yet 
poeaesdcd all the- aharpneea and shrewdness 
characteriatic of hia cnuiitrymeD, and by the 
smartneaa of hla ppeei h, and tho force of his 
natural ability, I,, ■ i 'cd himnolf to high and 
hnnortib'e positini,,-. i>nd won bia way to the 
hearts of tho people, AUvaj a a hard hitter, 
ho never aeked t,ir mercy. Vut withal he 
woa kind and genitil urd many nf hia old- 
timo opponenta will j )iii with hia host of 
frienda in mourning liini and tendering to 
hia widowed family and relatives their 
deepest sympathy in their sorrow.

MB. MBRBDITE. 

The elevation of Mr. Meredith, tho 
Leader of the Oppoaition in Ontario, to the 
Benob, takes from the politioal arena one of 
the best and brightest pnbllo'men of the 

Dominion. In a province in which politics 
have been more than commonly fervid and 
_ aorlmoniouB Mr. Meredith has conducted 
himself in suoh a way aa to win the reapeot 
and esteem of hia opponents. The moat 
bitter and bigotted of .the Grita has not an 
ill word to say of Mr. Meredith, and moder 
ate and large-minded Liborals are always 
ready to bear tcBtimony to bis worth as a 
private citizen and hia ability as a, political 
leader. AmonR hia followera, and Conaer 
vatives generally, it is hard to place bounds 
to their admiration of and their affaotion for 
Mr. Meredith. His popularity within the 
rinks of the Conservative party was only 
exceeded by that of Sir John Macdonald 
This is the more aurpriaing aa Mr. Mere 
dith'a virtues and abilities wore not made 
to appear more brilliant than they really 
Vere by the glamonr of suceess, for M 
Itferedith has not been, in the ordinary 
«enae of the term, aaucoesaful politician. It 
has been his fate in provincial politics to 
fight a losing battle. Hia opponents have 
been for one reason and another too strong 
for him, but in apite of repeated defeats at 
the polls, Mr. Meredith has retaioed the oon- 
fidence, the regard and the admiration of his 
party. His withdrawal from politioal life 
is deeply regretted by the Conservatives of 
Ontario. They may got a more Buccossful 
leader — for limes are rapidly changing — but 
they will not get one whom they will like 
better or reapeot more highly. 

POLITICS AT THB^ ANTIPODES. 

A good deal h'as been said and written 
abont the true signifioaDoe of the eleotion in 
the colony of Yfotoria. Some have declared 
it to be a victory for free trade, while others 
have maintained that it ia a triumph for 
protection. Tho truth oeoma to bo that tho 
election wua run on purely local isaues in 
which tho questions of free trade and prc- 
teotioB were only inoiden tally involved. 
This is what the Newcastle Ciironiole, 
which appears to bo protty well informed on 
Iho mat;er, aays about the Victoria election; 

Tha great problem of Victorian politics, 
when Sir James Patterson took olfico in Jan 
uary, 1893, was to balance the budget, and 
that is the problem still. His policy has 
been, from the first, eoonomy, economy, abd 
still economy ; he has oonsistently advocated 
rotronohmenb aa the best reform. The main 
policy of tho new Viotoriao Oppoaition 
aooma to bo, not retrenchment of expendi- 
ture, but iucrouae of rcvonuo. . . , The 
defeat of Sir Jamea Pottoraon'a mini.stry ia 
to bo regretted from an Kngliah point of 
view. Tho attempt of Mr. Reid, tho new 
Premier of Now South Wales, to make the 
grout aim of Australian fodi;ration onoo more 
the dominant factor of politics in all tho 
colonies, waa vigorously seconded by Sir 
Jamea Pattoraon ; and since fcderotiou 
would mean intercolonial freo trade liy 
which Victorian mauufaoturora would 
certainly profit more than any other Austral. 
Ian interest whatever, while tho policy of 
reducing tho tarilFd could acarooly full to ex. 
pand the market for agricultural produce, 
the Premier's policy soema, from un Engliah 
point of view, singularly complete and 
sound. Tho now Government is expected 
to hold federation and tarifl revision in en- 
tire abeyance pnndiog the report of tho 
Commission of Enquiry into the entire 
system of Victorian taxation. . 

From this it appears that th^ tarlir Will 
be tho ono which on enquiry is foand to be 



beat suited to tho ciroumstancas of the 
oolony, Aa the policy of the new Govern, 
mont ia to increaae the revenue rather than 
to doorease the expenditure, it is not likely 
to bo a free trade policy. 

WE ARB skLF-aOVBRNBD. 

Are we self-governed ia the question which 
an K istern writer aake ? He unewors his 
own question iu a long article in which ho 
proves, if he proves anything, that Cana- 
dians are solf-Rovornocl, but that they have 
made, and are making, a very bad job of 
managing their own (affairs. (Che..writer is 
not courageous enough to telt the people this 
in Bc^many words, in faob it appoara to us 
that ho does not intend that they shall take 
out ( f his roply the lesson which it must 
oonvty to every intelligent reader. It ia 
evident that be would rather have them be- 
lieve that there is some power, outside the 
people which shapes the ends of the inhabi- 
tants of Canada. This icfiuenco he calls 
" party " in one place, " monopoly " in 
another, and " groiit moneyed intereata " 
in a third. These " forces " — we suppoao 
we must Csill them by some auoh name — 
have according to his hypothesis taken the 
power of self-government from the people, 
and hia objoct ia to ahow them how they 
can recover it. 

Hut has the power of aelf governmont 
been taken from the people of Canada 'i Do 
they not at this moment enioy as large 
powers of self'govarnment as ang people 
under the sun 7 If they, at any time within 
the last fifty years, earnestly dcaired any 
change in the way in which their alUirs 
were managed, could they not by tho 
exerciae of the powers they posscBa have 
obtained it 1 ^Vho is it that gives 
"party" its power, and who die- 
tatea and supports the measure's it intro- 
duces ' and carries? (The answer ia, 
Che people. The electora have frequently 
been more partiaan than tho politiciana. 
They, in fact, have made the politicians 
what they are. It ia to please them that 
they have advocated Responsible Govern* 
ment. Confederation, Protection, Free Edu- 
cation, Prohibition, etc. They have sup- 
ported tho Governmenta which they have 
believed to be good and they have destroyed 
the Governmenta which they condemned as 
bad. If they have boon mistaken, if they 
have plaoedincapablemenattheheadof their 
affairs, and if they have allowed themselves 
to be aeduced by the monopolists and the 
" great moneyed interests," who ia to 
blame ? The free man or tho man who haa 
tho chance of being freo who lays tho blame 
of his vices and bis mistakes on 
somebody or some thing outside of him- 
self is looked upon as a shallow knave or a 
weak fool. There was no one to compel 
him to give way to the bad influenooa to 
which he succumbed, and thore ia neithei- 
truth nor sense in hia laying the blame of 
the falae atepa ho has taken on any ahouldera 
bat hia own. In the aame way if the people 
of Canada have gone aatray, if they have 
become enslaved or infatuated, the fault is 
their own. To blame " pikrty " or " oapi- 
tal " or " moneyed Intereata " for anything 
that may be considered wrong in their 
present condition ia tho merest weakness. 

But wo are very fur, indeed, from believ- 
ing that Canadians have exeroiaed their 
power of aolf-government to their own hurt. 
Oa the contrary we are fully convinced that 
they have uaod it aa wisely and as prudently 
as any self governing people that can be 
named. Thoir present condition is a com- 
plete refutation of the. charges brought 
against them by Mr. Phillips Thompson and 
other oroakeri and oomplainers. Where, on 
the face of this broad earth, is there to be 
found a better ordered oommunity than that 
whoBo home ia this Canada of ours? Is 
there a people anywhere more contented and 
more proaperous than Canadians. Wo are 
not diaposed to be pharieaioal, but wo are 
very snre that there are few oommnnltiea of 
the same size, and living under anything 
like the same oouditions, in • which the 
virtues, oivioanddomeatic, arenioregenerally 
exeroiaed and produce better reaulta 
than this of ours. We do not 
say that this enviable st^te of things 
ia aolely attributable to Canadian govern- 
ment, but we do say that government haa 
done a great deal to bring it abont, and very 
little to retard the moral, the social and 
the national advunoement of the people. 

Tho people of Canada have made mia- 
takea, they have not alwaya exorcised thoir 
powers of aolf-government aa wisely us they 
might have done, but to assume, as Mr. 
Thompson haa done, that they have lost their 
powera of aelf-govornment and must sot 
about recovering them, ia to take a mistaken 
view of the politioal condition of the peo- 
ple of Cunnda. Thoy are self-governed and 
they have uaod their privilege of self-gov- 
ernment [greatly to their own odvantftfjo. 

If the people of ('unuda,in tho exorcise of 
righta which they now possesa and have long 
enjoyed, should ooDsider it politio to estub 
llsh the initiative and the referendum they 
would confer upon themselves no new 
powers. They would simply ezeroise those 
that they have in a now way, and, aa we 
beljpve, not moro to thoir own benefit than 
they do now. Yet Mr. Thonipeon believos 
that this is all that Is neoessary to enable 
them to "recover" the self-government 
which, according to him, they have in some 
mysterious manner lost. We are afraid that 
if the people had a direct voice in enacting 
tho laws, tho country would not bo in any 
respect bettor governed than it ia to-day. 
Giving tho people the privilege to vote on 
every moaeuro that is introdnoel Into the 
ogialature would not make them tfny. Wiser 
than they are now, would not 'give' them' 
moro knowledge, or causo them to bo in any 
reapeot more virtuous, They would iimlto 
ua many miatakoa then iu tho ouuotmont of 
laws us thoy do now In tho choice of ropro- 
sontativos. The people legislating aa a 
whole i^re more likely to be tyrannical and 
unjust and to decide hastily and foolishly 
than are representative bodies. 



THB WAR BIOYOLB. 

trbe bicycle is fast becoming indispensable. 
It is used by all sorts and conditions of men, 

and It ia In aomo places becoming faahion- 
ablo among tho ladiea. But oven tho 
bicycle has its limitations. It cannot be 
used, as some enthusiasts contend , in the 
army instead of the horse. 'Ooe eathnsiast 
proposes that the cavalry be mounted on 
blo> oles Instead of horses. , Cavalry would 
then, of course, be a misnomer, but it is not 
likely that anyone's ingenuity will be 
Btrained to invent u name for the new 
arm of tho service. There are several 
roaeona why tho bicycle oannot sup- 
ersede the horse/ in the srmy. Armies 
do not generally fight on a cinder track, and 
their movomonta aro not confined to oven 
nicely maoadumizod roads. Soldiers take 
positions In all sorts of places, and those 
whose duty it is to dislodge them have to 
climb fonoea, jump ditchea, find their way 
through thick groves, and travel over 
ploughed fielda and boggy land. How would 
a brigade of bicycliata get over ploughed 
fields '; and would it be oasy for it to jump 
over tho fonoea by which they are enclosed ? 
We are afraid that the general who 
depended upon it to do anything 
oiTective would be sadly disappoint- 
ed. As the oneiny would not be 
accominodating enough to moot him on hard 
and open ground where bicyclea could work, 
ho would call bleasiDga down on the head of 
tho man who invented the Bicycle Brigade. 

The bicycle, however, has its use in the 
army, and the nations are availing them- 
selvoa of it, but not to the extent that some 
theoriBts expect. A wicked writer in 
AmorioA discussing the '.'war bicycle," 
says : 

But were the bicycle to be used in an in- 
telligent way it might materially add to the 
comfort and efiioienoy of the volunteers. 
Thus it would be extremely useful in oases 
of a audden retreat. Had our men'been 
mounted on bicycles at the first battle of 
Bull Run, thoy could have reached Wash 
ington in a quarter of the time that 
their wearied legs required. The British 
infantry, being composed of large and heavy 
men, movea slowly, and henoe frequently 
romaina on tho fioid after it has been beaten, 
to tho great discouragement and final defeat 
of tho enomy. Now, it a corps of cyclists 
should bo defeated in tho fiold they could 
move to the rear with both rapidity and 
dignity on their bicycles, and would thus 
contribute to thoir own safety and to the 
satiafaotion of the nnemy. Should the gen- 
eral in command offer a prize to tho bicy- 
clist who should make tho best time in a re- 
treat, all semblance of running away from 
the enemy would be avoided, and the aot of 
retreating on bioyoles would beoome simply 
another British national athletio sport.

Last year the sohooner 
carried among her crow a few Haida In- 
diana from Queen Charlotte lelande, who 
acquitted themaolvea so favorably that 
Gapt.,8iewecd this aeaiionrtook no otbera for 
his fannters. ' The Maeobt hnnted along ttie 
West Coaat until May 22, securing a catuh 
of 389 skine; then, meeting with tho U.S. 
atoamship Alert, her f^unb were sealed and 
ahe proceeded to tho Copper lalanda, know- 
ing thac her Indians could not bo depended 
upon to UBO the spear. On tho Huseiau 
coast seala were found co bo fairly plentiful, 
but according to arr'iDKenieats she had to 
leave there early in July in order to moot 
tha Bohooner Annie C. Mooro off Atu to pro- 
cure fresh provisions and transfer hi r skins 
for shipment. Not meeting the Annie C. 
Mooro, however, aho was compelled to go to 
Ounalaska whoro provisions were obtained 
for a cruise in the tioa. During tho entire 
expedition only 1,100 skina were «eoured 
[The Henrietta, Capt. Daley, brings homo a 
oatoh of 770 skina, and tho Kilmeny, Capt, 
Mohrhouae, 600 skins.

KETURN' OK THK " DANDIIK " 

The C.P.N. Co.'a atoamer Danube ar- 
rived from tho North at noon yesterday, 
hoavlly freighted both with cargo and paa 
aengors.

and Mrs. Bpbert Cunniugbam looked after 
tho viidtora'at Port Eaaingcoo, and the spare 
time there was spent, nitb vocal and iuatru- 
mental mnsio ai^d dancing. While at 
Metlakatia one of tho truvellera had 
a gun stolen from ou board the 
steamer, and owing to tho tact 
and ability displayed by constable Flewin 
the thief was quickly apprehended. Ho 
was taken to Pore Eaairglon, tried b:fore 
Meaara. Murdoch Morrison and J. M. L 
Alexander, J 'd P. , and Ecntenred to three 
monihs at hard labrr. Sunduy luBt wrq 
very pleasantly spent on board ship. Divine 
Bervico being iield with the hi lo of Mr. 
Alexander, Mra. and the Misaea Dudo .vurd. 
Before reaching Victoria the pasteDpiirs ex- 
pressed their hoarty thanks tJ C.pfam 
Meyera for his extreme kindneaa during the 
voyage, to which the gallant akipper replied 
in suitable terms.

To THE Editor : — In yonr issue of 

September .^0 I notice that the Board of 

Triidu h'tvo resolved to oolleot and keep up- 
to date for public exhibition aamplea of the 
miuerala of British Columbia, with partiou- 
lurs as to thtir location, aa-nys, etc. 

Tnis will be uoivire-ally admitted aa a 
step ill tho right riirdoiiim, as it will bring 
thu miuoral wealth of our province before 
likely InveBiorH, Would it not be well for 
tho B C. B lard of Trade, as a ropreaenta- 
tivo body of the euturpriao and foresight of 
the country, to go a step further and im- 
preaa upon ibo provincial government the 
adviaabllity of following out such a sugges- 
tion as Mr. Granam'a in one of your recent 
is9ucs, viz., the formation of a mining 
buroju for the oolleotiou of detailed infor- 
iii.iiion relative to the various mining pro- 
jects of British Columbia ? 

Such inforiimtioD having been coUcctud 
and kept up to date could be published in 
oonneotion with the annual report of the 
Ministsr of Minoa and undoubtedly 
this would have a beneficial effect 
on capitalists, if c^ro were taken to 
circulate the reports in the right quartera. 

This detailed report would also be useful 
to serve as a check on the lljuting of bogus 
ecbcmes whioh always do so mucu harm to a 
mining country, as investors would then be 
able to procure reliable and nnliiassed iu- 
formation. 

Money is wanted for the development of 

our mines, and at no time was uninvested 
capital more plentiful in Eogland than at 
preaeut. Surely people who are only got- 
tiog i per cent, per annum for their money 
on depoait in English banks would be likely 
to make a venture in our mines if oonfidenoo 
wtro given by the publication of authcntio 
and clfi;ial information such oa would bo 
con'aiued In the proposed reports 

Now ia tho time for bouih move of this 
sort to be made as mines ore being opened 
up all over tho country, and if thoae who 
are interested would only make public their 
views through your columns it would no 
doubt aid tho government in coming to a 
conclusion on this subject. 

Thanking jou in anticipation for this 
encroachment on your valued apace and 
hoping this letter may help to CMry outtbe 
motto of " Advakob, B. 0."

ENSILAGE 



To TifK Editor : —In reforenoo to an 
article of the G;h inat. , I sob that the farm- 
ers of Westminster district contemplate 
preserving cattle feed by the silo process. 
I will be pleased if you would insert my 
few remaiks in your valuable paper; aa 
they may be a litt o eocoura£Oinetit,.for the 
furtherance of the proceaa. 

I have Been and been connected with tho 
management of tho -above In a climate 
similar to that of Britiah Columbia, and 
claim that it ia the most economical way to 
preserve food for cattle, retaining all its 
nutritious qualities, whereas if secured by 
the uaual process, it loses, its most fattening 
(jualities, while deoreatiiig in quantity by 
(icing dried. 

I have Been enailnge preserved /by various 
motkoda, all of which were beneficial when 
aire was practised in the process, As the 
year ia far advanced I will not trouble yon 
by describing any costly arrangement, but a 
procps? that anypi?? ndsy adopt with good 
icaults, viz , by stacking. 

Firstly secure a place ; in a barn or oub- 
sido aa circuma' a'^ova udmit. Horve the 
bottom of the atack aa dry as poasi- 
bio ; it may be necessary to dig 
a small trench around it, placing earth 
on ita bottom ao aa to raiao it up a littlo. 

Place old hay, straw, eta , on the bottom, 
BO as to avoid using hotter iiinterial. There 
is Huro to bo a litllii wauto at tho bottom, 
i'ou can then proceed to fill with grass oata 
or whatevrr you wisii to put Into it ; taking 
oaro to build uprigh', Ueepiiig tho sides 
good and trim all tho time, and tho stack 
woll trodden. 

By putting your weights on the stack and 
filling at intervals it ia surprising how largo 
a quantity you aro ablo to otoro even in a 
small stack. Lay a few poles crosawaya on 
tho stack, with weights of any description 
placed on tho top of them, taking oare to 
havo thorn evenly balanoed, or trouble may 
ensue. I have seen very strong and 
poor quality of grass pressrvsd l>y this 
process, whereas if oured by the usual pro- 
cms other feed more sulistantial would be 
required to keep the oactle in tho condition 
nocotaary to suooessfttl cattle raising. En- 
silage has good milk.producing ((ualitics 
along with other food, 

I am sure if the farmers of any distriot 
would adopt the above mode of preserving 
part of their winter cattle feed they would 
a )on bo convinced of ita economic value by 
tho beneficial result it would havo on their 
cattle. I loBVO my cord at your ollioo pliould 
I bo thought of any uso to any ono. Yours, 
etc, W, W.

Whereas it la expedient and necessary to 
raise a sum o{ money for extending and im- 
proving, the supply of water of tho water works 
of tho City of Victoria to tho inhabitants 
thereof, and for that purpoao tx) raise by way 
of loan upon the credit of tho aald city tho aura 

of »iao,oooi 

And whereas It will require the sum of 

$7,731 to bo raised annually by rato for tho pay- 
ment t)f tho now debt and interest; 

And whereas tho whole ratable land and 
improvomonta or real property of tho aald cor- 
poration of tho City of Viotoria, according to 
tho last revised assossmont roll for tho year 
18O1,Ib?15,559,370.C0; 

And whoreas it will require an annual rato 
of one half ot one mill in the dollar for paying 
such new'debt and tiitereBt; , ■ , J 

Aiid whereas this Bylaw shall not be altered 
or repealed except ivl^ the doosent ot the 
LientenantGovemor-in OouaoU. 

Bo it therefore enacted by. the Munioipal 
Council of the corporation of tho City of Vie 

toria, aa follows : 

Sec. 1. Italian bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho
